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PREFACE. 


Since the last Edition of the Foreign Office List :— 


Earl Curzon of Kedleston has been appointed Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in succession to Mr. Balfour, who has become Lord President of the 
Council. Sir Hamar Greenwood, Bart., M.P., has been appointed additional Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in succession to Sir Arthur 
Steel Maitland, resigned. 


The Foreign Office and Diplomatic Service have been completely re-organised, 
the two Services being amalgamated as far as possible. The various appointments, 
promotions and transfers consequent upon this change are too numerous to be 


mentioned in detail. Full particulars will, however, be found in the body of the 
work. 


The Chief Clerk’s Department of the Foreign Office has been re-organised, the 
grade known as the “ Intermediate ” Class of Clerkships having been introduced in 
that Section. The existing members of the staff below the rank of Assistant 
and Chief Accountant have been promoted to appointments under the new grade. 


Mr. Stephen Gaselee, C.B.E., has been appointed Librarian and Keeper of the 
Papers at the Foreign Office. 


The Missions to Belgium and Brazil have been raised from the grade of 
Legations to that of Embassies. Sir Francis Villiers, the former Minister at 
Brussels, has been promoted to be Ambassador, and Sir Ralph Paget has been 
appointed in the same capacity at Rio de Janeiro. 


The Commercial Diplomatic Service has been considerably extended, a new 
scheme of organisation having come into force as from January 1. A complete 
statement of the appointments in this Branch of the Service will be found on pages 
227 and 228. 


Consutar Service.— The administrative control of the Consular Service has 
been transferred to the Department of Overseas Trade. The Service has been 
completely re-organised, but the various appointments and promotions are too 
numerous to admit of mention being made here. Particulars of the changes have 
been inserted in the various Sections of the work in so far as this was possible at 
the time of going to press, 


Mr. Godfrey Hertslet has resumed charge at Trieste as H.M. Consul-General, 
and Mr. Harry L. Sherwood, H.M. Consul at Portland (Oregon), has been 
appointed Inspector-General of Consulates in addition to Mr. C. B. C. Clipperton, 
C.M.G., who already holds that post.

Tue Rarirication oF THE Pgack Treaty.—The formal conclusion of hos- 
tilities has rendered possible renewal of diplomatic relations with Germany, and 
Lord Kilmarnock has been appointed Chargé d’Attaires at Berlin. Several Com- 
mercial Commissioners had already been appointed in the ex-enemy countries, and 
these appointments will be converted into Commercial Counsellors or Secretaries as 
the case may be without delay. Steps have also been taken for the re-appoint- 
ment of Consular Officers in these countries,

In consequence of the unavoidable expansion of the Statement of Services and the necessity 
for keeping the same within reasonable limits, the Editor has resolved to publish annually 
a list of officials whose services under the Foreign Otlice have terminated, and whose names 
will be removed from subsequent Editions should no information be received during the current 


year to warrant their retention in the “ Foreign Otlice List.”

THE EMPLOYMENT OF PERSONS 


Wuarras by several Orders in Council dated * * * 

* © provision has been made for testing according 
to fixed rules the qualifications of persons who may seek 
or be proposed for appoint ment, either permanently or 
temporarily, to situations or employment in any of His 
Majesty's Civil Kstablishments, and for regulating the 
conduct of His Majesty's said Civil Establishments and 
the conditions of service therein. 


And whereas it is expedient that so much of the | 


aforesaid Orders as is now in force should be consoli- 
dated, with certain amendments, into one Order in 
Council. 

1, Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that, as from the date of this Order, so much 
of the aforesaid Orders as is now in force shall be 
repealed, and that the provisions following shall have 
effect in substitution for them :— 

Provided that such repeal or substitution shall not. 
affect the validity of anything done under or by virtue 
of such Orders or any of them, 

Provided also that nothing in this Order shall affect 
any right, privilege, or exemption enjoyed by any

PART I. 
Civil Service Commissioners, 


2. Buch persons as His Majesty in Council shall have 
approved shall be His Majesty's Civil Service Com- 


missioners (hereinafter called the Commissioners) for | 


testing the qualifications of the persons proposed to be 
appointed to any situation or employment in His 
Majesty's Civil Kstablishments, and for testing, in con- 
formity with regulations to be from time to time issued 
by the Army Council, the literary qualifications of 
candidates for ndiission by means of competitive 
examinations to the Royal Military College at Sand- 
burst, and to the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, 
and shall hold their offices during the pleasure of His 
Majesty ; and shall have power, subject to the approval 


hand, authorize the Secretary for the time being to the 
Civil Serviee Commission to act as Commissioner at 
any time during the absence of any of the Com- 
ioners, or during any vacancy among the Com- 
ioners, or for such period during such absence or 
vacancy as may be fixed by such authorization.

7. In case the Head of a Department to which a 
situation belongs and the Treasury shall consider that

Alternate Saturday 


14, Officers are required toattend not less than seven 
hours a day, but they shall be allowed a half-holiday on 
alternate Saturdays, provided that the Head of their 
Department is satisfied that the progress of public 
business will not be prejudiced thereby. 


Compulsory Retirement, 


15, It shall be competent, for the Head of any Depart- 
ment to call upon any officer of such Department to 
retire at any time after reaching the age of sixty on 
such pension as hy the length of his service he is 
qualified to receive. 

Retirement shall be compulsory for every officer on 
attaining sixty-five years of age. But in special cases 
the Treasury may, at the instance of the Head of a 
Department, extend an officer's employment for a 
further period, not exceeding five years, on being eatie- 
fied that such officer's retirement at sixty-five would 
be detrimental to the interests of the Public Service. 


Candidates for Seats in House of Commons to Resign 
Office. 


16. Any officer secking a seat in the House of 
Commons shall resign his office 40 soon as he issues his 
address to the electors, or in any other manner publicly 
announces himself as a candidate. 


Management of Societies, Companies, Le. 


17. No officer shall be allowed to accept any part in 
the management of any society, or any trading, com- 
mercial, industrial, or financial firm or company which 
would require the attendance of such officer at any 
time between the hours of 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. 


Increments Not Allowed Without Certificates of Approved 
Service, 


18, Anannual increment of salary shall not be allowed 
to any officer at the date at which it would in ordinary 
course become due without a certificate from his 
immediate superior, countersigned by the Head of the 
Department, or such person as he may designate for the 
purpose, to the effect that the service of such officer 
during the year preceding the date of such certificate 
has been approved. 

Provided that, if, at the date when the increment 
would in ordinary course become due, the certilicate 
cannot be given, the Head of the Department may 
specify a period from the expiration of which, if the 
officer's service in the meanwhile has been approved, 
the increment may be allowed, and may from time to 
time extend the period so fixed.

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Sick Leave. 


19, Sick leave may be granted to any officer by the 
Head of his Department, subject to the following condi- 
| tions, viz. 
(1.) After two days’ continuaus absence, a certificate 

by a duly qualified medical practitioner shall be 

furnished stating the cause of such absence. 

(2.) If the number of days during which any officer is 
absent in any year without such medical certificate 
shall exceed seven in the aggregate, the number of 
days of absence in excess of seven shall be deducted 
from the amount of ordinary annual holidays 
which may be allowed under this Order. 

(3.) Continuous sick leave on full pay shall not be 
granted for any period longer than six months, but 
at the expiration of such six months the Head of 
the Department may at his discretion grant further 
leave on half-pay for any period not exceeding six 
months. After twelve months’ continuous sick 
leave, no officer shall receive any salary, except 
with the consent of the Treasury, who may, in 
special circumstances, allow payment of salary to 
an officer during any further period of sick leave at 
a rate not exceeding the amount of pension (if any) 
for which, at the expiration of twelve months’ sick 
leave, the officer would have been qualified. 

(4.) When the sick leave granted to any officer shall 
have amounted in the aggregate to twelve months 
during any period of four years or less, and it. is 
desired to grant to him any further sick leave 
during such period, the case shall be reported to 
the Treasury, who shall decide what payment (If 
any) shall be made to him in respect of salary 
during such further sick leave.

Salaries oy Consular Officers. 

1.—{1.) There may be granted to a consular officer, out 
of money provided by Parliament, such remuneration and 
allowance for expenses as may from time to time be fixed 
by a Secretary of State with the approval of the Treasury. 

Such remuneration and allowance shall be received 
by a consular officer so long only as he actually discharges 
the duties of his office: Provided that if a consular officer 
is absent from his post with the sanction of the Secretary 
of State, he may receive the whole or such part of the 
Temuneration or allowance accruing during bis leave of 
absence as the Secretary of State with the approval of the 
Treasury may by regulation direct. . 


Power to fiz Consular Fees.

(3.) A consular officer shall not, save as may be provided 
by any Order in Council under this Act,ask for or take any 
fee or reward for or on account of any act, thing, or 


service done, performed, or rendered by him in the | 


execution of his office, and if he does, he shall without 
prejudice to any other liability, be liable for each offence 
toa fine not exceeding one hundred pounds, recoverable 
in the High Court, by information on the part of Her 
Majesty's Attorney-General. 


(4.) Tables of the fees which may, for the time being, be

thia Act shall be published and exhibited in a eonspicuous 
manner for the inspection of all persone at the custom-

The Queen's Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Wurnnas, by an Order in Council made on the 15th 
August, 1890, Her Majesty was pleased to make certain 
Tegulations in order to secure greater uniformity in the 
rules governing officers of higher rank than the Second 
Division in the several Departments of the Civil Service 

An‘ whereas it is expedient that similar Regulations, 
eo far as circumstances admit, should be made with 
Teapect to pensionnble officers in. the Consular Service of 
Her Majesty: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, !e pleased to order, and it is heroby 
ordered as follows :— 

1, This Order shall apply to all such Consular Officers 
and other persons employed in or in connection with the 
Consular Service as are entitled to receive superannuation 

‘allowances under the Superannuation Acts, 1834 to 1892,° 
and any Acts amending those Acts. 

2. Except in the case of officers appointed by Commis- 
sion from Her Majesty, every person hereafter certificated 
by the Civil Service Commissioners for appointment to 
the Consular Service shall be subject to a strict probation 
for a period of two years, during which his conduct and 
capacity in the transaction of business shall be subject to 
such testsas maybe determined by the Secretary of State, 
and he shall not be finally appointed to the Consular 
Service unless his probation shall farnish to the Secretary 
of State satisfactory proof of his fitnessto be permanently 
employed in the Conrular Service. 

3. Promotion of officersin the Consular Service shall 
be strictly according to merit, and shall take place subject 
to the following conditions :— 

(1.) That there is a vacancy which, under the arrange- 

ments sanctioned for the time being by the 


Commissioners of the Treasury, it {s competent 
for the Secretary of State to fill up; 

(2.) That the work of the Consular Service requires 
auch vacancy to be filled up; 

(8.) That the officer proposed for promotion appears to 
the Secretary of State to be fit to discharge the 
duties of the higher office. 

4. Every officer hereafter appointed to the Consular 
Service shall be required to retire at the age of 65 on such 
pension as by the iength of his service he is qualified to 
receive. 

Officers heretofore appointed to the Consular Serviee 
shall be required to retire at the age of 70, 

If in any special case the Secretary of State is satisfied 
that the retirement of an officer would be detrimental to 
the interests of the public service, he may, with the 
concurrence of the Commissioners of the Treasury, from 
time to time extend that officer's employment for such 
period or periods, not exceeding five years, as he muy 
determine. 

Nothing in this Article shall affect any existing power 
of the Secretary of State to require any officer to retire 
from the Consular Service if he has ceased, from what- 
ever cause, to be fully competent for the performance of 
his duties. 

6. The Consular Service shall be governed by sueh 
instructions as may from time to time be issued by a 
Secretary of State, with the approval, in so far as such 
instructions may affect the expenditure of public funds 
or the receipt and application of fees, of the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury.

Promotion and Appointments to High Diplomatic 
Posts. 


18, The Secretary of State reserves to himself the 
power to recommend to the King to name any person,

Service, the Secretary of State will not be restricted by 
claims founded on seniority or membership of the profes- 
sion from making any such selection as on his own re- 
sponsibility he may deem right.

Retirement at the age of 70. 


14. The duration of the appointments of Heads of 
Missions at Foreign Courts shall not exceed, though it 
may beiess than, five years. At the expiration of fve 
Years the question of un extension of the appointment for 
a specified term not exceeding five years, of transfer to 
another Mission, or of retirement, will be considered by 
the Secretary of State. An appointment may be renewed 
' more than once, if this appears to the Secretary of State 

to be desirable on public grounds. Members of the 
Diplomatic Service, on attaining the age of 70 years, 
shall be retired on the pension for which their services 
may qualify them. 


| Deductions to be made from Saluries of Heats of 
Missions on Leave of Absence. 

15. With a view to relleve the Heads of Missions on 
leave of absence on private grounds, the period of 
sixty days of ordinary leave will reckon from their 
arrival in this country only, but the deduction from 
‘ their salaries required to provide for the allowances 
| of the Acting Chargé d’Affaires, according to the 
Regulations which may be in force at the time 
being, will date from their departure from their 
posts. On the expiration of the above pericd of sixty 
days the deduction will be at the rate of cne-half of 
their salaries, Such period of sixty days may either 
be one of sixty consecutive days, or of sixty days oc- 
curring at intervals in the course of one year beginning 
on the Ist of January and ending on the 3lst of December, 
But Heads of Missions to whom, on the ground of their 
having remained uninterruptedly at their posts during 
the year preceding that in which leave is applied for, 
‘an accumulated leave of 120 days may be granted by the 

Secretary of State will, asin the formercase, not be subject 
to be placed on half-salary until after the expiration of 
; that period, reckoned from the date of their arrival in 
' thiscountry. The time required for the return journey 
; will not in either case be reckoned as leave, it being 
expected that, both as regards the homeward and the 
outward journey, the direct route shall be chosen, and 
dune expedition used. It must be distinctly understood 
that Heads of Missions will not be allowed to accumulate 
more than two years’ leave, and that the Secretary of 
| State reserves to himself to withhold this permission 
| as often as he may see fit to do so. 
| Heads of Missions should further understand that 
‘ leave of absence will, as a rule, only be granted to them 
when the Counsellor of Embassy, or the Senior Secretary 
of the Legation at posts where there is no Counsellor, 
. may be at his post, or, if absent, may be prepared to 
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return and assume his proper position of Chargé 
d’Affaires. Second or Third Secretaries should not be 
Placed in charge of Missions uniess in cases of preasing 
emergency, and the previous sanction of the Secretary 
of State should always be obtained, if possible. The 
allowances to Second and Third Secretaries when acting 
as Chargé d'Affaires will be—at E:nbassies at the rate of 
31, a-day, and at Legations at the rate of 2/. a-day.* 
These allowances will likewise be paid to First Secretaries 
at posts where there is a Counsellor.

16. In virtue of His Majesty's Commissions, the ver- 
vice of Secretaries will count for their pensions, under 
the Act of 32 & 33 Vict., cap.

certified, who may decline active service before he has 
reached the sixtieth year of his age, after which age

Allowances during War or Interruption of Relations. 


17. Should an Ambassador, Minister, Counsellor, or 
Secretary of whatever class, by reason of war or other 
interruption of Diplomatic relations, be withdrawn from 
active service before his services shall have qualified 
him for a Diplomatic Pension of the class under which he 
would otherwise come, the Secretary of State will, as he 
may ace fit, recommend that atemporary allowance should 
be assigned to any such person who cannot otherwise be

which he would have earned if he had continued to 
reside in such capacity, regard being had to the length 
and general character of his services; such allowance, 
however, to be strictly subject to the condition in regard 
to employment specified in section 11 of the Act of 
32nd and 38rd Vict., ¢. 43, and to ceasp from the date of 
the ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of 
Diplomatic relatione.3 


Obligation of Secrecy. 
18. Members of the Diplomatic Service must not, 


| without the express permiasion of the Secretary of State, 


publish observations on, or accounts of, their experiences 
in the countries in which they are, or have been, officially 
employed, nor any information obtained by them in their 
official capacity, The obligation of secrecy in regard to 
official experiencesand information continues equally after 
their retirement from active service, and in the event of its 
being disregarded the Secretary of State will consider 
himself justified in bringing the circumstances to the 
notice of Parliament when the Estimate providing for the 
officer's pension is before the House of Commons. The 
disclosure of information acquired in an official capacity, 
when such disclosure is contrary to the public interest, is, 
moreover, punishable under “The Official Secrets Act, 
1911,"§ by fine and imprisonment. 


Addresses of Members of the Diplomatic Service. 

19. All applications for leave of absence should be 
accompanied by an address at which letters will reach 
the applicant while on leave. Any change of such 
addross during tho period of leave should be notified in 
writing tothe Under-Secretary of State. Secretaries and 
Attachés, if spending their leave in England, should 
sim‘larly give notiee of the time of their intended 
departure for their posts. The addresses and other 
reeords will be kept by the Registrar.

GENERAL INFORMATION RELATING TO EXAMINATIONS FOR THE FOREIGN 
OFFICE AND DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR SERVICES. 


Candidates desirous of competing at examinations 
for the Foreign Office, the Diplomatic Service, the 
General Consular Service, and Student. Interproter- 
ships in the Far East and the Levant (Ottoman 
Dominions, Persia, and Morocco) must be reeommended | 
by some person who is known to the Secretary of 
State, or on whose judgment. the latter can rely, 


University candidates should send in their applica- 
tions through the University Appointments Com- 
mittee, or the Headsof their Colleges, and those who 
have not received a University education may apply 
through the Head of the School or Institution | 
fn which they have been educated, If they have 
been employed in any business firm of high standing, 
or in any Government Office, » recommendation from 
such firm or office would be taken into favourable 
consideration, /t is essential that any person recom- 
mending a candidate should himself be personally 
acquainted with him, 

The recommendation should assume the form of a 
private letter to the Secretary of State containing ai 
few personal notes on the camlidate’s qualifications 
for employment under the Foreign Office. 


In the present emergency, candidates who may

The names of those candidates whose reconmmenda- 
tions are accepted by the Secretary of State are then 
placed on the list of candidates for nomination, but it 
should be remembered that the fact of a name being 
noted in no case implies the promise of an eventual 
nomination, 

Before a nomination can be granted, candidates will 
be required to appear before a Board of Selection, 
which will meet at the Foreign Office at. 3 p.m, on the 
first. Tuesday in May and November for the Foreign 
Office and Diplomatic Services, and on the first 
Thursday in May and November for the Consular and 
Student Interpreter Servi No special summonses 
are issued for these Boarda.t 

It will be the function of this Board to reeommend 
candidates to the Secretary of State, with whom it 
will rest to grant nominations. 

Candidates who have failed to pass their examina- 
tions before the Civil Service Commissioners and are 
anxious to compete again should notify their intention 
in writing to the Private Secretary, who will then 
inform them if the Secretary of State consents to 
grant them a second nominatiot 

Candidates for the Levant Service will be permitted 
to present themselves before the Board of Selection 
any time after their seventeenth birthday, and tor the 
Foreign Office, Diplomatic Service, Far Kastern, aud 
General Consular Service any time after their 
nineteenth birthday.

‘They are required to produce to the Foreign Office 
the certificates issued from time to time by the Head 
or Tutor of the College to which they are attached, 
stating the amount of residence and the character of 
their conduct. They are also required to produce 
certificates of regular attendance at lectures, 

A salary of £200 per annum is issued to them 
conditionally on passing satisfactory examinations 
during their term of probation at the University, and 
a subvention Is paid to the University in respect of 
the cost of providing instruction in Oriental languages. 
Each student will be called upon to pay an annual fee of 
£30 to the University for instruction ; this amount will

be deducted from the quarterly payments of his salary. 
These payments will cease at the expiration of two 
years from the date of their first residence at the 
University, and students will not commence to draw 
salary as Assistants until they have passed the requisite 
examination befure the University authorities. 

They are required, before proceeding to the Univer- 
sity, to execute a bond, with a sufficient surety, for 
the payment of £500 to His Majesty's Government in 
the event of their leaving the Service of their own free 
will, or being discharged from it for misconduct or 
neglect of duties, within five years. 

On being appointed to be Assistants they receive a 
salary of £300 a year, and are distributed for service iu 
the Diplomatic Missions and Consulates. At the end 
of the first twelve months they are examined in the 
language of the country in which they have resided, 
ie, Turkish, Persian, or Arabic, and in Ottoman (or 
Persian) law. Candidates failing to qualify in the 
latter must take it again at the ond of the second year.

1, These appointments, the number of which is limited 
to three, are open to Clerks on the establishment of the 
Foreign Office, after completion of one year's service, and 
may be held until the rank of Assistant or Acting Assistant 
Clerk is attained. , 

2. Candidates will be required to undergo an examina- 
tion before the Civil Service Commissioners, and to satisfy 
the Commissioners that they possess the requisite practical 
knowledge of the languages in which they are examined, 
and that they are able to translate such languages quickly 
and correctly into good English. Inthe event of two or 
more candidates presenting themselves for one vacancy, 
the candidate who obtains the largest number of marks will 
receive the appointment.

1. Competitive examinations of Candidates for 
situations in the different public Departments will be 
held at such times and at such placesas may bedeomed 
expedient. Before every such examination Special 
Regulations will be issued, in which the particular 
conditions of the competition will be specified. 

2, These examinations are open to all persons, being, 
of the requisite age, health, and character, subject to 
such restrictions as are herein contained, and to 
Special Regulations affecting the particular situations, 
Provided that no per@on will be eligible during the 
war and until further notice who is not a natural-born 
British subject and the child of natural-born British 
subjects or of natural-born subjects or citizens of an 
allied country. 

(i.) The following persons are Ineligible, viz. :—

No person actually serving in the Army 
will be eligible unless he produces to the 
Civil Service Commissioners, when called 
‘apon to do so, the permission of his Com- 
manding Officer to attend the examination, 
dated before the commencement of the 
competition and given in accordance with 
euch orders as may from time to time be 
issued by or under the authority of the 
Army Council. 

No person actually serving in the Navy

ORDER IN COUNCIL, RESPECTING UNION JACKS AND OTHER FLAGS DISPLAYED 
BY BRITISH DIPLOMATIC, CONSULAR, AND OTHER AUTHORITIES. AUGUST 7, 
1869. 

WaHeEnmas there was this day read at the Board a memorial from the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners. 
of the Admiralty, dated the 3lst July, 1869, in the words following, viz. :— 

“‘The Union Jack having been established by your Majesty's Regulations for the Naval Service as the 
distinguishing flag to be borne by the Admiral of the Fleet; and whereas great inconvenience has at times been 
experienced by the Union Jack having been carried in boats and other vessels by Governors of Colunies, Military 
Authorities, Diplomatic Officers, and Consular Agents, when embarked, we have deemed it expedient to place 
ourselves in communication on this subject with the Commander-in-Chief of your Majesty's Forces and the Principa} 
Secretaries of State for Foreign Affairs, for the Colonies and for War, and with their concurrence we most humbly sub- 
mit that your Majesty may be graciously pleased by your Order in Council to prescribe and direct that in future the 
Union Jack to be displayed by the military branch of your Majesty's Service on such occasions shall bear in the 
centre thereof, as a distinguishing mark, the Royal initi jurrounded by a garland on a blue shield, and sur- 
mounted by the Crown; that tho Union Jack to be used by your Majesty's diplomatic servants, Ministers 
Plenipotentiary, Chargés d'Affaires, &c., shall bear the Royal Arms in the centre thereof, on a white shield; whilst 
Consuls and Consular Agents, &c., shall be limited to the use of the blue ensign, with the Royal Arms inthe fly 
thereof; we further submit that Governors of your Majesty's dominions in foreign parts, and Governors of all ranks 
and denominations administering the Governments of British colonies and dependencies, be authorized to fiy the 
Union Jack, with the arms or badge of the colony emblazoned in the centre thereof, 

‘A drawing of the Union Jack, with the proposed distinguishing devices, {s transmitted herewith for your 
Majesty's approval.” 

Her Majesty, having taken the said memorial into consideration, was pleased, by and with the advice of her 
Privy Counell, to approve of what is therein proposed; and the Right Honourable the I.ords Comm: 
Adiiralty, the Kight Honourable the Earl of Clarendon, the Right Honourable the Earl Granville, the Most Noble 
the Duke of Argyll, and the Right Honourable Edward Cardwell, are to give tne necessary directions herein 
accordingly.

The King has commanded that the following Regu- 
lations relating to the wearing of Foreign Orders and 
Medals by British subjects shall be substituted for 
those previously in force : 


ReGuLaTions RespEcTING FoRFIGN ORDERS AND 
MRDALS APPLICABLE TO PERSONS IN THE SERVICE 
OF THE CROWN. 


Orders, 


1, It is the King’s wish that no subject of His 
Majesty in the Service of the Crown shall accept and 
wear the Insignia of any Foreign Order without hav- 
ing previously obtained His Majesty's permission to do 
sv, signified elther : 

(a) By Warrant under the Royal Sign-Manual, or 
() By private permission conveyed through His 
Majesty's Private Secretary. 

2. Permission given by Warrant under the Royal 
Sign-Manual will enable the Insignia of the Foreign 
Order to be worn at all times and without any re- 
striction. 

Private permission will only enable the Insignia to 
be worn on the occasions specified in the terms of the 
letter grom Tho King’s Private Secretary conveying 
the Ruyal Sanction. 

3. Full and unrestricted permission by Warrant 
under the Royal Sign-Manual is contemplated in the 
following cases 

For a Decoration conferred— 

On an Officer in His Majesty’s Naval or Military 
Forces lent to a Foreign Government; on an Officer

7. When His Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs shall have taken the King’s 
pleayure on any such application, and shall have 
obtained His Majesty's permission for the person in 
whose favour it has been mace to wear the Insignia of 
a Foreign Order, he shall signify the same to His 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the Home. 
Department in order that he may cause a Warrant, if 
it be a case for the issue of a Warrant as defined in 
Rule 2, to be prepared for the Royal Sign Manual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by the 
King, a notification thereof shall be inserted In the 
“ Gazette,” stating the service fur which the Foreign 
Order has been conferred. 

Persons in whose favour such Warrants are issued 
will be required to pay to His Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department a stamp 
duty of 10s. 

8. The Warrant signifying His Majesty's permission 
may, at the request and at the expense of the persom 
who has obtained it, be registered in the College of 
Arms. Every such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain 
a clause providing that His Majesty's licenee and 
permission does not authorize the assumption of any 
style, appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege ap-~ 
pertaining to a Knight Bachelor of His Majesty'a 
Realms. 

9. Whena British subject in the service of the Crown 
has received the Royal permission, full or private, to 
accept and wear the Decoration of a Foroign Order, 
he will not be allowed to accept and wear the 
Decoration of a higher class of the same Order without.

at the time in the Service of the Crown, is either in 
the salaried employment of a Foreign State or has 
rendered valuable services within the period of two 
years immediately preceding the notification of the 
Decoration to His Majesty's Government as prescribed 
under Rule 5. 

The expression “ valuable services” must be con- 
strued as meaning some service rendered toa Foreign 
Head of State or Government specifically, and must. 
be indisputably valuable in the strict sense of the 
word. Though such services need not necessarily be 
grutuitous, as in the case of a person actually in the 
employ of a Foreign Government, they must be un- 
connected with any transaction of a conimercial or 
financial character brought about in the ordinary 
course of business. The term *‘ valuable services “does 
Not. therefore, as a general rule, apply to services con- 
nected with the fulfilment of Government or Municipal 
contracts, the financing of Government or Municipal 
loans. It also does not include Red Cross Services, 
presentation of objects of value to Public Museums 
and Institutions, pecantary donations or endowments, 
personal performances, services in connection with 
Exhibitions and Industrial Congresses, services in the 
domain of art, literature, science, education, and 
agriculture, services rendered by British subjects in 
the capacity of houorury foreign Consular Officags.

for the Issue of a Warrant as defined in Rule 2, to be 
prepared for the Royal Sign-Manual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by the 
King, a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
“Gazette,” stating the service for which the Foreign 
Order has been conferred. 

Persons in whose favour such Warrants are issued 
will be required to pay to His Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department a stamp 
duty of lus, 

1, The Warrant signifying His Majesty 8 permission 
may, at the request and at the expense of the person 
who has obtained it, be registered in the College of 
Every such warrant as aforesaid shall contain 
se providing that His Majesty's licence and 
permission dues not authorise the assumption of any 
style, appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege apper- 
taining toa Knight Bachelor of His Majesty’s Reaims. 

8. When a British subject has recetved the Royal 
permission, full or private, to accept and wear the 
Decoration of a Foreign Order, he will not be allowed 


to accept the Decoration of a higher class of the same 
Order without His Majesty's approval. His Majesty 
will in such cases grant permission only if the promo- 
tion in the Order is couferred for fresh services which 
come within these Regulations. 

9. These Regulations apply only to Orders of | 
Chivalry. Decorations conterred by Private Societies 
and Decorations of a purely academic nature, and all | 
Decorations uot being Orders of Chivalry, may be 
accepted without Ilis Majesty's permission, but must | 
not be worn, 

Exception is made in the case ofa few Foreign Orders, 
which, though not in strictness Orders of Chivalry, |

yet are of such a high distinction that, for the pur- 
pose of these Regulations, they are to be considered 
and treated as Orders of Chivalry. 

10, Ladies are subject to the Regulations in all 
respects in the same manuer as men. 


Medals, 


11, Medals which constitute a particular class of a 
Foreign Order are subject in all respects to the 
Regulations in the same manner as higher grades of 
the Order, except that permission to wear will be 
given by Letter and not by oyal Warrant. 

12, Medals for saving or attempting to save life at 
sea or on land conferred on behalf of the Head or 
Government of a Foreign State may be accepted with- 
out His Majesty's special permission, and may be worn, 
at Court. 

In tire case of Medals for Red Cross services, permis- 
sion will only be granted subject to the fultilment of 
the conditions laid down in Rule 3, paragraph 3, above. 

13, Medals conferred by Private Societies or Institu- 
tions and Commemorative Medals may be accepted 
without permission, but none of these Medals can be 
worn, 

14. The King’s permission must be obtained for any 
other Medal to be worn, No permission is needed to 
aceept a Foreign Medal if it is not intended to be 
worn. 

15, His Majesty will not grant permission to wear 
any Foreign War Medal if the person on whom it is 
to be or has been conferred was during the war acting 
in contravention of the Foreign Enlistirent Act.

Validity of marriages solemnized abroad in 
manner provided by Act. 

1. All marriages between parties of whom one at least 
is a British subject solemnized in the manner in this Act 
provided in any foreign country or place by or before a 
marriage officer within the meaning of this Act shall be 
as valid in law as if the same had been solemnized in the 
United Kingdom with a due observance of all forms re- 
quired by law. | 

Notice to marriage officer of intended marriage. 

2. In every case of = marriage intended to be solem-/| 
nized under this Act, one of the parties intending marriage | 
shall sign a rotice, stating the name, surname, profession, | 
condition, and residence of each of the parties, and 
whether each of the parties is or is not a minor, and give 
the notice to the marriage officer within whose district 
both of the parties have had their residence not less than 
one week then next preceding, and the notice shall state 
that they have so resided. 


Filing in registry and posting wp of notice. 

3.—(1) The marriage officer shall file every such notice, | 
and keep it with the archives of his office, and shall also, | 
‘on payment of the proper fee, forthwith enter in a book | 
of notices to be kept by him for the purpose, and post up | 
{n some conaptcuous place in bis office, a true copy of | 
every such notice, and shall keep the same so posted up | 
during fourteen consecutive days before the marriage fe 
solemnized under the notice. 

(2) The aid book and copy posted up shall be open at! 
all reasonable times, without fee, to the inspection of any | 
person. 


Requirement of like consent te marriage as in 
England, and power to forbid marriage. 

4.—(1) The lke consent shall be required to a marriage 
qunder this Act as is required by law to marriages solem- 
nized in England. 

(2) Every person whose consent to a marriage is 0 
required may, at any time before the solemnization 
thereof under this Act, forbid It by writing the word 
forbidden" opposite to the entry of the intended mar- 
riage in the book of notices, and by subscribing thereto 
his name and residence, and the character by reason of 
which he is authorized io forbid the marriage; and if a 
marriage is 80 forbidden the notice shall be void, and the 
intended marriage shall not be solemnized under that

Careat against marriages may be lodged with 
marriage officer. 
6.--(1) Any person may on payment of the proper fee 
enter with the marriage officer a caveat, signed by him or 
on his behalf and stating his residence and the ground of

any person named therein, and thereupon the marriage of 

that person shall not be solemnized until either the mar- 
‘ riage officer has examined into the matter of the caveat 
| and is satisfied that it ought not to obstruct the solemniza

(b) forbids the granting of a certificate under this 
section by falsely representing himself to be a 
person who is authorized to forbid the certificate, 
knowing that representation tw be false, 

that person shall be guilty of perjury, and if the offence 
is committed abroad, may be tried in any county or 
place in the United Kingdom in which the offender may 
be, and dea}! with in the same manner in all respects as 
if the offence had been committed in that county or place, 

(3) If any person enters a caveat on grounds which the 
registrar or officer or, in case of appeal, the Registrar- 
General declares to be frivolous, that person shall be 
liable to pay as a debt to the applicant for the certificate 
such sum as the registrar or officer or, in the case of 
appeal, the Registrar-General onsiders ty be proper 
compensation for the damage caused to the applicant be 
the entering of the caveat. 

(4) Such fees may be charged in respect of any notice 
of an intended marriage, or any application for or grant 
of a certificate, or the entering of a caveat under this 
section, as may be fixed, as respects certificates to be 
granted by or caveats.entered with registrars, by the 
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Registrar-General, with the consent of His Majeaty in 
Council, and, as respects certificates to be granted by or 
caveats entered with a marriage officer, as may be fixed 
by Order under the Consular Saluries and Fees Act, 1891.* 


Marriage of foreigners with British subjects in the 
United Kingdom. . 

2.—(1) Where arrangements have been made to the 
satisfaction of His Majesty with any foreign country for 
the issue by the proper officers of that country, in the 
case of persons subject to the marriage law of that 
country proposing to marry British subjects in the 
United Kingdom, of certificates that alter proper notices 
have been given no impediment according to the law of 
that country has been shown to exist to the marriage, 
His Majesty may, by Order in Council, make regulations— 

(a) requiring any person, subject to the marriage 
law of that foreign country, who is to be 
married to a British subject in the United King- 
dom, to give notice of the fact that ke is subject 
to the marriage law of that country to the person 
by or in the presence of whom the marriage is 
to be solemnized ; and 

(b) forbidding any person to whom such a notice is 
given to solemnize the marriuge or to allow it to 
be solemnized until such a certificate as aforesaid 
is produced to him. 

(2) If any person knowingly acta in contravention of, 
or fails to comply with, any such regulation, he shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanour, and shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred pounds, or to imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding one year. 

(8) Nothing in this section shall be taken to relate or 
have any reference to any marriages between two persons 
professing the Jewish religion solemnized according to 
the usages of the Jews in the presence of the secretary of 
& synagogue authorized by either the Births and Deaths 
Registration Act, 1836,t or the Marriages (ireland) Act, 
1844,t or by the Marriage and Registration Act, 1856§, to 
register such a marriage, or of a deputy appointed by 
such secretary by writing under his hand, and approved 
by the president for the time of the London committee 
of deputies of the British Jews by writing under bis hand, 


Power to make General Regulations. 

3, Tis Majesty may by Order in Council make general

(3) The requirements of the Foreign Marriage Act

NATIONALITY AND STATUS OF ALIENS ACT. 


(1.)—An Act to consolidate and amend the Enactments relating to British Nationality and the 
Status of Aliens. 


4 & 5 Geo. V., c. 17—August 7, 1914. 


Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, 
y and with the advico and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the 
name, as follows :— 


PART I. 


NATURAL-BORN BRITISH SUBJECTS. 
Definition of natural-born British subjects, 

1.—(1) The following persons shall be deemed to 
ve natural-born British subjects, namely :-— 

(a) Any person born within His Majesty's do- 
minions and allegiance; and 

(¥) Any person born out of His Majesty's do- 
minions, whose father was a British subject at, 
the time of that: person's birth and either was 
born within His Majesty's allegiance or was a 
person to whom a certificate of naturalization 
had been granted: and 

(c) Any person born on board a British ship 
whether in foreign territorial waters or not : 

Provided that the child of a British subject, whether 
that child was born before or after the passing of this 
Act, shall be deemdd to have beon born within His 
Majesty's allegiance if born ina place where by treaty, 
capitulation, grant, usage, sufferance, or ot her lawful 
means, His Majesty exercises jurisdiction over British 
subjects. 

(2) A person born on board a foreign ship shall not 
be deemed to be a British subject by reason only that 
the ship was in British territorial waters at the time 
of his birth, 1 

(3) Nothing in this section shall, except as other- 
wise expressly provided, affect the status of any person 
born before the commencement of this Act. 


PAKT II. 
NATURALIZATION OF ALIENS. 
Certificate of Naturalization, 

2.—(1) The Secretary of State may grant a certifi- 
cate of naturalization to an alion who makes an appli- 
cation for the purpose, and satisfies the Secretary of 
State— 

(a) that he has either resided in His Majesty's 
dominions for a period of not less than five 
years in the manner required by this section, 
or been in theservice of the Crown for not less 
than five years within the last cight years 
before the application ; and 

() that he is of good character and has an ade- 
quate knowledge of the English language : 
and 

(c) that he intends if his application is granted 
either to reside in His Majesty's dominions or 
to enter or continue in the service of the 
Crown. 


(2) The residence required by this section is resi- 
dence in the United Kingdom for not less than one 
year immediately preceding the application, aud 
previous residence, either in the United Kingdom or 
in some other part of His Majesty's dominions fora 
period of four years within the last eight years before 
the application. 

(3) The grant of a certificate of naturalization to any 
such alien shall be in the absolute discretion of tho 
Secretary of State, and he may, with or without. 
assigning any reason, give or withhold the certiticate 
as he thinks most conducive to the public good, and 
no appeal shall lie from his dectsion. 

(4) A certificate of naturalization shall not take 
effect until the applicant has taken the oath of 
allegiance, 

(5) In the case of a woman who was a British 
subject. previously to her marriage to an alien, and 
whose husband has died or whose marriage has been 
dissolved, the requirements of this section as to 
residence shall not apply and the Sceretary of State 
may in any other special case, if he thinks tit grant a 
certificate of naturalization, although the four years" 
residence or five years’ service has not been within 
the last eight years before the application, 


Effect of Certinicate of Naturalization. 

3.—(1) A person to whom a certificate of naturaliza- 
tion is granted by a Secretary of State shall, subjoct 
to the provisions of this Act, be entitled to all political 
and other rights, powers and privileges, and be subject. 
to all obligations, duties and liabilities, to which a 
natural-born British subject is entitled or subject, and, 
as from the date of his naturalization, have to all 


intente and purposes the status of a natural-born 
British subject.

(2) Section three of the Act of Settlement (which 
disqualifies naturalized aliens from holding certain” 
offices) shall have effect as If the words “ naturalized 
or” were omitted therefrom. 


Sp-cial Certincute in case of doubt. 

4. The Secretary of State may in his absolute dis- 
cretion, in such cases as he thinks ft, grant ® special 
certificate of naturalization to any person with respect 
to whose nationality asa British subject a doubt exists, 
and he may specify in the certificate that the grant. 
thereof 1s made for the purpose of quieting doubts as 
to the right of the person to hea British subject, and 
the grant of such a special certificate shall not be 
deemed to be any admission that the person to whom 
it was granted was not proviously a British subject. 


Persons under disability, 


5.—(t) Where an allen obtains a certificate of 
naturalization, the Secretary of State may, if he thinks 
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fit, on the application of that alien, include in the 
certificate the name of any child of the alien born 
before the date of the cortificate and being a minor, 
and that child shall thereupon, {f not already a British 
subject, become a British subject; but any such child 
may, within one year after attaining his majority, 
make # declaration of alienage, and shall thereupon 
cease to be a British subject. 

(2) The Secretary of State may, in his absolute 
discretion in any special case in which he thinks fit, 
rant a certificate of naturalization to any minor, 
although the conditions required by this Act have not 
been complied with. 

(3) Except as provided by this section, a certificate 
of naturalization shall not be granted to any person 
under disability. 


Persons previously Naturalized. 


6. An alien who has been naturalized before the 
passing of this Act may ‘apply to the Secretary of 
State fora certificate of naturalization under this Act, 
and the Secretary of State may grant to him a certifi- 
cate on such terms and conditions as he may think fit. 


Recocation of Certipteate af Naturalization. 


1,—(1) Where it appears to the Secretary of State 
that a certificate of naturalization granted by him has 
been obtained by false representations or fraud, the 
Secretary of State may by order revoke the certificate, 
and the order of revocation shall have effect from such 
date as the Secretary of State may direct. 

(2) Where the Secretary of State revokes a certificate 
of naturalization, he may order the certificate to be 
given up and cancelled, and any person refusing or 
neglecting to give up the certificate shall be Hable on 
summary conviction to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred pounds. 


Power of Governments of British Possessions to grant 
Certijicates of Imperial Naturalization. 


8.—(1) The Government of any British possession 
shall have the same power to grant a certificate of 
naturalization as the Secretary of State has under this 
Act, and the provisions of this Act as to the grant and 
revocation of such a certificate shall apply accordingly, 
with the substitution of the Government of the 
Possession for the Secretary of State, and the 
Possession for the United Kingdom, and also, in a 
Possession where any language is recognised as on an 
equality with the English language, with the substi- 
tution of the English language or that langunge for 
the English language : 

Provided that, in any British possession other than 
British India and a Dominion specified in the First 
Schedule to this Act, the powers of the Government 
of the Possession under this section shall be exercised 
by the Governor or a person acting under his 
authority, but shall be subject in each case to the 
approval of the Secrotary of State, and any certificate 
Proposed to be granted shall be submitted to him for 
his approval. 

(2) Any certificate of naturalization granted under 
this section shall have the same effect as a certiticate 
of naturulization granted by the Secretary of State 
under this Act. 


NATIONALITY. 


Application of Part 11 to Self-Governing Dominions. 

9.—(1) This Part of this Act shall not, nor shall any 
certificate of naturalization granted thereunder, have 
effect within any of the Dominions specified in the 
First Schedule to this Act, unless'the Legislature of 
that Dominion adopts this Part of this Act. 

(2) Where the Legislature of any such Dominion has 
adopted this Part of this Act, the Government of the 
Dominion shall have the like powers to make regula- 
tions with respect to certificates of naturalization and 
to oaths of allegiance as are conferred by this Act on 
the Secretary of State. 

(3) The Legislature of any such Dominion which 
adopts this Part of this Act may provide how and hy 
what Departinent of the Government the powers con- 
ferred by this Part of this Act on the Government of a 
British Possession are to be exercised. 

(4) The Legislature of any such Dominion may &t 
any time rescind the adoption of this Part of this Act, 
provided that no such rescission shall prejudicially 
affect any legal rights existing ut the time of such 
rescission. 


PART III.—GENERAL. 


NationaL StaTus oF Marrisn WoMEN AND 
CHILDREN. 


National Status of Married Women, 


10. The wife of a British subject. shall be deemed to 
bea British subject, and the wife of an alien shall be 
deemed to be an alien: Provided that where « man 
ceases during the continuance of his marriage to be a 
British subject it shall be lawful for his wife to make 
a declaration that she desires ‘to retain British 
nationality, and thereupon she shall be deemed to 
remain a British subject. 


Status of Widows. 


11, A woman who, having been a British subject, has 
by, or in consequence of, her marriage become an alien, 
shall not, by reason only of the death of her husband, 
or the dissolution of her marriage, cease to be an 
alien, and a woman who, having been an alien, has by, 
or in consequence of, her marriage become a British 
subject, shall not, by reason only of the death of her 
husband or the dissolution of her marriage, cease to 
ve a British subject. 


Status of Children, 


12.—(1) Where a person being a British subject 
ceases to be a British subject, whether by declaration 
of alienage or otherwise, every child of that person, 
being a minor, shall thereupon cease to be 8 British 
subject, unless such child, on that person ceasing to be 
a British subject, does not. become by the law of any 
other country naturalized in that country: 

Provided that, where a widow who is a British 
subject, marries an alien, any child of hers by her 
former husband shall not, by reason only of her 
marriage, cease to be a British subject, whether he is 
residing outside His Majesty's dominions or not. 

(2) Any child who has so ceased to be a British 
subject may, within one year after attaining his 
majority, make a declaration that he wishes to resume 
British uationality, and shall thereupon again become 
a British subject. 
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Loss oF BririsH NATIONALITY. 
Less of British Nationality by Foreign Naturalization. 
13. A British subject who, when in any foreign state 
and not under disability, by obtaining a certificate of 
naturalization, or by any other voluntary and formal 
act, becomes naturalized therein, shall thenceforth be 
deemed to have ceased to be a British subject. 


Declaration of Alienage. 

14.—(1) Any person who by reason of his having been 
born within His Majesty's dominions and allegiance or 
on board a British ship is a natural-born British 
subject, but who at his birth or during his minority 
became under the law of any foreign state a subject 
also of that state, and fs still such a subject, may, if of 
full age and not under disability, make a declaration 
of alienage, and on making the declaration shall eease 
to be a BritIsh subject. | 

(2) Any person who though born out of His Majesty's 
dominions isa natural-born British subject may, if of 
full age and not under disability, make a declaration ; 
of alienage, and on making the declaration shall cease 
to be a British subject. \ 


Power of Naturalized Subjects to divest themselves of | 
their Status in Certain Cases, | 

15. Where His Majesty has entered into a convention 
with any foreign state to the effect that the subjects 
or citizens of that state to whom cert {ticates of natural- 
ization have been granted may divest themselves of 
their status as such subjects, it shall be lawful for 
His Majesty, by Order In Council, to declare that the 
convention has heen entered into by His Majesty; and 
from and after the date of the Order any person having 
heen originally a subject or citizen of the state therein 
referred to, who has been naturalized as a British 
subject, may, within the limit of time provided in the 
convention, make a declaration of alienage, and on his 
making the declaration he shall be regarded as an 
alien and as a subject of the state to which he 
originally belonged as aforesaid, | 


Saving of Obligations incurred before Lose of Nationality. 

18. Where any British subject ceases to be a British 
subject, he shall not thereby be discharged from any | 
obligation, duty or liability In respect of any act 
done before he ceaved to be a British subject. 


Status oF ALIENS. 
Capacity of Alien as to Property. 

17. Real and personal property of every description 
may be taken, acquired, held and disposed of by an 
alien in the same manner in all respects as by a 
natural-born British subject; and a title to real and 
personal property of every description may be derived 
through, from or in succession to an alien in the 
same manner in all reapects as through, from or in 
succession to a natural-born British subject : 

Provided that this section shall not operate so as 
to— 

(1) Confer any right on an alien to hold real 
property situate out of the United Kingdom ; 
or 

(2) Qualify an alien for any office or ifor_any 
municipal, parliamentary, or other franch 
or H 
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(®) Qualify an alien to be the owner of British 
ship; or

Entitle an alien to any right or privilege as a 
British subject, except such rights and 
privileges in respect of property as are hereby 
expreasly given to him; or 

Affect any estate or interest in real or per- 
sonal property to which any person has or 
may become entitled, either mediately or 
immediately, in possession or expectancy, in. 
pursuance of any disposition made before the 
twelfth day of May eighteen hundred and 
seventy, or in pursuance of any devolution 
by law on the death of any person dying before 
that day.

Saving for Powers of Legislatures and Governments of 
British Possessions. 


26.—(1) Nothing in this Act shall take away or abridge 
any power vested in, or exercisable by, the Legislature 
or Government of any British Possession, or affect the 
operation of any law at present in force which has 
been passed in exercise of such a power, or prevent any 
such Legislature or Government from treating differ- 
ently different classes of British subjects. 


(2) All laws, statutes and ordinances made by the 
Legislature of a British Possession for imparting to 
any person any of the privileges of naturalization to 
be enjoyed by him within the limits of that Possession 
shall, within those limits, have the authority of law. 


(3) Where any parts of His Majesty’s Dominions are 
under both a central and a local legislature, the 
expression ** British Possession " shall, for the purposes 
of this section. include both all parts under the central 
legislature and each part under a local legislature ; 
Provided that nothing in this provision shall he con- 
strued as validating any law, statute or ordinance with 
respect to naturalization made by any such local legis- 
lature in any case where the central legislature 
possesses exclusive legislative authority with respect 
to naturalization. 


Definitions. 
27.—(1) In this Act, unless the context otherwise

The expression “territorial waters” includes any 
port, harbour or dock. 

(2) Where in pursuance of this Act the name of a 
child is included in a certificate of naturalization 
granted to his parent, such child shall, for the pur- 
poses of this Act, be deemed to be a person to whom a 
certificate of naturalization has been granted.

Substitution of Provisions for xction 7 of the principal 
Act, 4&5 Geo. §, ¢. 17. 

1. The following section shall be substituted for 
section seven of the British Nationality and Status of 
Aliens Act, 1914 (hereinafter referred to as “the 
principal Act"), which relates to the revocation of 
certificates of naturalization :— 


Revocation of Certificate of Naturalization. 

7.) Where the Secretary of State is satisfled 
that a certificate of naturalization granted by him 
bas been obtained by falso representation or fraud, or 
by concealment of material circumstances, or that the 
person to whom the certificate is granted has shown 
himself by act or speech to be disaffected or disloyal 
to His Majesty, the Secretary of State shall by order 
revoke the certificate. 

“*(2) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions 
the Secretary of State shall by order revoke a certifi- 
cate of naturalization granted by him in any case in 
which he is satisfied that the person to whom the 
certificate was granted either— 


(a) has during any war in which His Majesty is 
engaged unlawfully traded or communicated 
with the enemy or with the subject of an 
enemy state, or been engaged in or associated

The Lord Chancellor may trom time to time, by 
commission signed by him, appoint persons being prac- 
tising solicitors, or other fit and proper persons, to be 
commissioners for oaths, and may revoke any euch ap- 
pointment. 

A commissioner for oaths may, by virtue of his 
commission, in England or elsewhere, administer any oath 
or take any affidavit for the purposesof any court or matter

Penalties for Spying. 


1,—(1.) If any person for any purpose prejudicial to 
the safety or interests of the State— 

(a) approaches or is in the neighbourhood of, or 
enters any prohibited place within the meaning of 
this Act; or 

(6) makes any sketch, plan, model, or note which is 
calculated to be or might be or is intended to be 
directly or indirectly useful to an enemy ; or 

(c) obtains or communicates to any other person any 
sketch, plan, model, article, or note, or other 
document or information which is calculated to 
be or might be or is intended to be directly or 
indirectly useful to an enemy ; 

he shall be guilty of felony, and shall be lable to 
penal servitude for any term not less than three years 
and not exceeding seven years. 

(2.) On a prosecution under this section, it shall not. 
be necessary to show that the accused person was 
guilty of any particular act tending to show a purpose 
prejudicial to the safety or interests of the State, 
and, notwithstanding that no such act is proved 
against him, he may be convicted if, from the circum-

Power to Arrest, 


6. Any person who is found committing an offence 
under this Act, whether that offence is a felony or not, 
or who is reasonably suspected of having committed, 
or haying attempted to commit, or being about to 
commit, such an offence, may be apprehended and 
detained in the same manner as a person who is found 
committing a felony. 


Penalty for Harbouring Spies. 


7. If any person knowingly harbours any person 
whom he knows, or has reasonable grounds for sup- 
posing, to be a person who is about to commit or who 
has committed an offence under this Act, or knowingly 
permits to meet or assemble in any premises in his 
occupation or under his control any such persons, or if 
any person having harboured any such person, or 
permitted to meet or assemble in any premises in his 
occupation or under his control any such persons, 
wilfully refuses to disclose to a superintendent of 
police any information which it is in his power to give 
in relation to any such person he shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanour and liable to imprisonment with or 
without hard labour for a term not exceeding one 
year, or toa fine, or to both imprisonment and a fine. 


Restriction on Prosccution. 


8. A prosecution for an offence under this Act shall 
not be instituted except by or with the consent of the 
Attorney-General : 

Provided that a person charged with such an offence 
may be arrested, or a warrant for his arrest may he 
issued and executed, and any such person may be 
remanded in custody or on bail, notwithstanding that 
the consent of the Attorney-Gencral to the institution 
of a prosecution for the offence has not been obtained, 
but no further or other proceedings shall be taken 
until that consent has been obtained. 


Search Warrants. 


9.—(1.) If a justice of the peace is satisfied by infor- 
mation on oath that there is reasonable ground for 
suspecting that an offence under this Act has been or 
is about to be committed, he may grant a search 
warrant authorizing any constable named therein to 
enter at any time any premises or place named in the 
warrant, if necessary by force, and to search the 
premises or place and every person found therein, and 
to seize any sketch, plan, model, article, note, or 
document, or anything of a like nature or anything 
which is evidence of an offence under this Act having 
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been or being about to be committed, which he may 
find on the premises or place or on any such person, 
and with regard to or in connexion with which he 
has reasonable ground for suspecting that an offence 
under this Act has been or is about to be committed. 

(2.) Where it appears to the superintendent of police 
that the case is one of great emergency, and that inthe 
interest of the State immediate action is necessary, he 
may by a written order under his hand give to any 
constable the like authority as may be given by the 
warrant of a justice under this section. 


Extent of Act and place of trial of offence. 


10.—(1.) This Act shall apply to all acts which are 
offences under this Act when committed in any part of 
His Majesty’s dominions, or when committed by 
British officers or subjects elsewhere. 

(2.) An offence under this Act, if alleged to have been 
committed out of the United Kingdom, may be inquired 
of, heard, and determined in any competent British 
court in the place where the offence was committed, or 
in the High Court in England or the Central Crimina? 
Court, and the Criminal Jurisdiction Act, 1802,” shall 
apply in like manner as if the offence were mentioned 
inthat Act, and the Central Criminal Court as well as 
the High Court possessed the jurisiiction given by 
that Act to the Court of King’s Bench. 

(3.) An offence under this Act shall not be tried by 
any court of general or quarter sessions, nor by the 
sheriff court in Scotland, nor by any court out of the 
United Kingdom which has not jurisdiction to try 
crimes which involve the greatest punishment allowed 
by law. 

(4.) The provisions of the Criminal Law and Proce- 
dure (Ireland) Act, 1887, shall not apply to any trial 
under the provisions of this Act. 


Saving for Laws of British Possessions, 


11, If by any law made before or after the passing of 
this Act by tho legislature of any British possession 
provisions are made which appear to His Majesty to 
be of the like effect as those contained in this Act, His 
Majesty may, by Order in Council, suspend the opera- 
tion within that British possession of this Act, or of 
any part thereof, so long as that law continues in force 
there and no longer, and the Order shall have effect as. 
if it were enacted In this Act: 

Provided that the suspension of this Act, or of any 
part thereof, in any British possession shall not extend 
to the holder of an office unser His Majesty who is not- 
appointed to that office by the Government of that. 
possession. 


Interpretation, 


12. In this Act, unless the context otherwise re 

quires,— 

Any reference to a place belonging to His 
Majesty includes a place belonging to any depart- 
ment of the Government of the United Kingdom 
or of any British possessions, whether the place 
is or is not actually vested in His Majesty ; 

The expression ‘ Attorney-General” means the 
Attorney or Solicitor-General for England; and 
as respects Scotland, means the Lord Advoeate;

tion is instituted in any court out of the United 
Kingdom, means the person who in that court 
is Attorney-General, or exercises the like func- 
tions as tho Attorney-General in England ; 
Expressions referring to communicating or re- 
ceiving include any communicating or receiving, 
whether in whole or in part, and whether the 
sketch, plan, model, article, note, document, or 
information itself or the substance, effect, or 
description thereof only be communicated or 
received ; expressions referring to obtaining or 
retaining any sketch, plan, model, article, note, 
or document, include the copying or causing to 
be copied the whole or any part of any sketch, 
plan, model, article, note, or document; and 
expressions referring to the communication of 
any sketch, plan, model, article, note, or docu- 
ment include the transfer or transmission of the 
aketch, plan, model, article, note, or document ; 
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The expression ‘‘document” includes part of a 
document ; 

The expression “model” includes design, pattern, 
and specimen ; 

The expression ‘‘ sketch” includes any photograph 
or other mode of representing any place or 
thing ; 

The expression “superintendent of police” includes 
any police officer of a like or superior rank : 

The expression ‘‘oftice under His Majesty” includes 
any office or employment in or under any depart- 
ment of the Government of the United Kingdom, 
or of any British possession ; 

The expression “offence under this Act” includes 
any act, omission, or other thing which Is punish- 
able under this Act.

1, APPLICATIONS for Foreign Office Passports must be made in the form printed on the back of these 
Regulations*, and inclosed in a cover addressed to “THe Passroat Orrice, 1, Lace Borpixos, St. Jawgs'’s Paax, 
Lonvow, S.W. 1." 


Passports are issued at the Passport Office between the hours of 10 and 4 


2. The charge for a Passport is 5s, 
Applications 


(Saturdays, 10 to 1), except on Sundays and Public holidays, when the Passport Office is closed. 
should, if possible, reach the Passport Office not less than seven days before that on which the Passport is required. 
If the applicant does not reside in London, the Passport may be sent by post, and a Postal Order for S#., made 
payable to the Passport Office, should in that case accompany the application. Postage Stamps WiLL NOT RE 


RECKIVED IN PAYMENT. 
8. Foreign Oftice Passports are granted— 
(1.) To natural-born British subjects; 
-(2.) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 
(3.) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in the British Dominions or Colunies, or in India. 


A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of which her husband Is for the time being a subject. 


4. Passports are granted— 
(1.) In the case of natural-born British stibjects and persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the form printed at the back of these Regulations, 
verified by a Declaration made by a member or official of any Banking Firm established in the 
United Kingdom, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, Justice of the Pewce, Minister of Kelivion, Burriater- 
at-lawe, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary Public, resident in the United Kingdom, The 
applicant's Certificate of Birth and other evidence may algo be required. Applicants serving in H.M. 

Forces may have their dectarations verified by their Commanding Officer. 


(2.) In the case of children under the age of 16 years requiring a separate Passport, upon production of a 
Declaration made by the child's parent or guardian, in a Form (B), to be obtained upon application to 


the Foreign Office. 


(3.) In the case of persons naturalized in any of the British Self-governing Colonies, upon production of » 
Recommendation from the High Commissioner or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and persons naturalized therein, upon production of » 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. Persons naturalized or ordinarily resident in any of 
the Crown Colonies must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the Colonial Office. 


5. If the applicunt for a Passport be a Naturalized British subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be for- 
warded to the Foreign Office with the Declaration or Letter of Recommendation. Naturalized British subjects, if 
resident in London or in the suburbs, must apply pereonadly for their Passports at the Passport Office ; if resident in the 
country, the Passport will be sent, and tlie Certificate of Naturalization returned, to the person who may have 


veritied the Declaration, fur delivery to the applicant. 


Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their Passports, which will be issued subject to the 


necessary qualifications 
6. Foreign Office Passports are not available beyond two years from the date of issue. They may be renewed 
for four further periods of two years each after which fresh Passports must be obtained. The fee for each 
renewal is 2¢. 
7. A Passport cunnot be issued by the Foreign Office on behalf of a person already abroad; such person 
should apply for one to the nearest British Missiun or Consulate, Passports must not be sent out of the United 
Kingdom by post.

For journeys to countries other than that last named on the Passport, the endorsement of the Passport 
Office is required, except in the case of passengers to the Chauuel Islands, who require no endorsement, but 
must be in possession of valid Passports,

(Diploinatic.) 
Act of Parliament to provide for the Payment of 
DIPLOMATIC SALARIES, ALLOWANCES, AND PENSIONS. 
$2 & 33 Vict., cap. 43.—2 August, 1869. 


Short Title. 


1, Thin Act may be cited as “The Diplomatic Salaries, 
&e., Act, 1869."" 


Interpretation of Terms. 


3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise require 
The term ‘‘Secretary of State’? means that one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State who is 
entrusted with the Seals of the Department: for 
Foreign Affairs, or performs the duties of that 
Department. 


4, (Repeal of previous Acts.) 


Salaries, pensions, &c., payable out of anawal 
votes. 


6. All salaries, allowances, and pensions (other than 
pensions granted before the commencement of this Act) 
payable to persons in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, 
shall be paid out of moneys provided by Parliament, and 
shall be paid on such days and in euch manner asthe 
Treasury may, with the consent of the Secretary of State, 
Crom time to time appoint. 


Amounts of diplomatic pensions. 

6, The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of State, may grunt pensions during life to persons 
in Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, not exceeding the 
salary which the pensioner may be receiving at the time 
that his active employment ceases, and not exceeding 
the following amounts; namely : 

(1.) 1,700/. per annum for a 1st class pension. 

(2.) 1,300/. per annum for a Qnd class pension. 

(3) 9002. per annum for a 3rd class pension. 

(4.)* 7004. per annum for a 4th clase pension. 


Qualifivations for pension. 
With respect to the qualifications for pensions under 
this Act, the following provisions shall have effect : 

(1) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
Pension of any cl: until the expiration of 15 
years from the date of his first commission, and 
‘unless he has actually served in nome foreign State 
or States, either continuously or on different occa- 
sions, during a time amounting in the aggregate 
to 10 yeara: 

(2.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving » 
Pension of the lst class unless he has been an 
Ambassador, rnd in that capacity has actually 
resided in some foreign State or States, either con- 
tinuously or on different occasions, during a time 
amounting in the aggregate to 9 years:

The following Bules and Regulations in regard to 
the occupation, use, and maintenance of lands, 
buildings, furniture, &c., held by H.M. Government 
in foreign countries for the use of the Diplomatic 
Service, are issued under the joint authority of the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs and of the First 
Commissioner of H.M. Works and Public Buildings. 


GENERAL, 
Definition of Word “ Mission.” 


1. For the purpose of these Rules the word ‘ Mission” 
will be used indiscriminately, whatever may be the 
class of the Mission, and the Chief of the Mission will 
be styled Minister, whether his official title be that of 
Ambassador, Minister, or Chargé d’Affaires. A list of 
the establishments which come under these Regula- 
tions is given in Appendix (A), page 219. 


Responsitility of Chief of a Mission, 

2. The Chief of a Mission for the time being Is, 
unless otherwise specially arranged, to be deemed the 
officer in charge thereof, He will be responsible for 
such charge in the manner prescribed in these Rules, 
and, on entering into occupation, he will be required 
to sign an agreement in the form shown in Appendix 
(B), page 220. 


Inventories of Furniture, §c., to be kept. 


3. At each Mission are to be kept inventories of the 
furniture and other properties belonging to H.M. 
Government, and copies of all instructions and rules 
relating to the management of the same. Dupli- 
cate copies of such documents will be retained in the 
Office of Works. 


Survey of Buildings and Furniture to be made from 
time to time.—Damages, &c,, to be made good. 


4. From time to time, and, if possible, on every 


furniture to be made by a duly appointed officer of his 
Department. Such officer will take note of any 
deficiency, misuse, or waste of Government furniture 
or other property, in order that the cost of replacing 
any missing article, or of making good any damage or 
defect arising from neglect, or unfair or improper 
usage, may be recovered from the Minister. (Bee also 
Rules 25 and 26, pages 218 and 219.) 


Survey on Change of Occupation. 


5. The survey on change of occupation will, whenever 
possible, be made as soon as the outgoing Minister has 
removed his private property from the Mission. Until 
the survey has been made, the outgoing Minister must 
retain in charge of the house sume servant or other 
person, responsible to him, who may represent him 
when the survey is made. The incoming Minister 
should also be either present or represented at the 
survey, and he or his representative should sign the 
Inventories and take charge of the house as soon as the 
survey is completed. Ministers should communicate 
directly with the Office of Works as to the details of 
these arrangements, 


Decision of Office of Works on all matters relating to 
Maintenance, Xc., of Government Property. Appeal 
to Foreiyn Secretary, Treasury Decision, if appealed 
to, to be final, 

6. The First Commissioner of Works shall, after 
consultation with the Minister when necessary, decide 
all matters relating to the maintenance and due 
preservation of the Government property before 
described, and to the expenditure of moneys thereon 
from the Vote administered by the First Commissioner, 
If, however, the Minister should be dissatisfied with 
the decision of the First Commissioner, it shall be open 
for him to appeal therefrom to the Beeretary of Stave 
for Foreign Affairs, Should the Secretary of Stave 
concur with the decision of the First Commissioner, 
such decision shall be treated as final and conclusive. 


change of occupation, the First Commissioner of | In the event of the Secretary of State dissenting from

Present permanent Oficial Residences deemed complate.— 
Minister held Hesponsible for any Alterations or 
Additions without previous sanction. 


7. The present permanent official residences shall be 
deemed complete and suitable in all respects for the 
reception of the Ministers appointed to occupy them, | 
and no alteration or addition of any kind whatsoever | 
to buildings, fittings or furniture will be paid for by’ 
the Office of Works unless such alteration or addition 
shall have been previously approved of by the First 
Commissioner. Should any alterations or additions { 
be made without such approval, the Minister making 
them will be responsible, not only for the expense of 
the alterations or additions, but also for any expense 
which may be thought necessary by the First Com- 
missioner for restoring buildings, fittings, or furniture 
to their original state. 


Structural Repairs when required by urgent necesstly. 


8. In cases where structural repairs have been 
ordered by the Minister without the previons sanction 
of the First Commissioner the onus of proving urgent 
necessity rests upon the Minister (see also Rule 16, 
on this page). 


Kequisitions for Erection, Se., of Buildings, or for 


Purchasing of Property, §¢. 


9. All requisitions for the erection of buildings, or 
for works connected therewith, for purchases of 
property, and for purchases of furniture, are to be 
sent immediately the necessity arises, to the Office of 
works, Proposals involving large expenditure should 
be sent so as to reach that Department in London 
befure the Ist Beptember, so that, if approved by 
the First Commissioner, there may be time to submit 
them to the Treasury for consideration with the 
annual Estimates for the following year. 


Precautions tobe taken against Fire. 


10. Ministers are to use all reasonable precautions 
against fire, and when fire-engines or other appliances 
are supplied, they are to satisfy themselves that they 
are examined from time to time, and, if necessary, 
worked, in onder to ascertain that they are in an 
efficient state. 


Responsibility of the Charge d’ AGaires in event of death 
of a Minister. 


11, In the event of the death of a Minister or other 
vacancy in the post the Chargé d’Affaires will be 
responsible to H.M. Government for the proper cus- 
tody of Government property. He should at once 
report to the First Commissioner the arrangements 
which he makes tor this purpose, and should apply 


necessary to ineur pending the appomtment of the 
new Minister. 

In such circumstances the cost of heating, lighting 
and caretaking in the residential portion of the 
building will be defrayed by the Onice of Works, but 
no Uability will be accepted for any charge of this 
nature connected with the Chancery or offices. 
Expenditure necessary to keep the garden in order, 
such as the cost of labour, will be defrayed by the 
Office of Works, but application for the supply of 
implements, such as lawn-mowers and hose, will not 
be entertained, 


Care of Residences in case of there being two, 


12, At Missions where two official residences exist, 
as at Constantinople, Teliran, and Peking, the care of 
the residence that may be unoccupied, as well as of the 
Government furniture that may be therein, will 
devolve upon the Minister, but the caretaker's wages 
will be paid by the Office of Works. 


Holding of Auctions upon Government Premises 
Forbidden, 


13, The holding of auctions of private effects in or 
upon Government. premises is strictly forbidden. 


BUILprnas AND GRouNDS. 


Maintenance of Fabric of Buildings, 


14. The fabric of all Government buildings, with the 
Permanent fixtures attached thereto, the boundary 
walls, entrance gates and approaches, will be kept in 
an eflicient state of repair by the Office of Works. 


External Painting and Internal Papering, $e. 


15, Periodical painting and colouring externally, 
and papering, painting, colouring, &., internally, 
will be done by the Office of Works. External painting 
will, as a rule, nut be executed more frequently than 
once in every three or four years; nor internal 
painting more frequently than once in every seven 
years. Paluting at shorter intervals than these will 
not be paid for by the Office of Works unless specially 
authorised beforehand by the First Commissioner, 
who must. be satisfied that the need for it has arisen 
only from fair wear and tear. 


Damage by Storm, Fire, Sc. 


16. In case of damage by storm, fire, or other 
casualty, the expense of restoration will be borne by 
the Office of Works, provided the Minister can show 
to the satisfaction of the First Commissioner of 
Works that the damage was in no way due to neglect 
of proper precautions, In such cases the Minister 
may order urgent repairs to be executed at once; but 
j where the damage ie extensive, and the outlay 
roquired will be large, he ts, if possible, to obtain an 
estimate of the cost of repairing the damage, and to 
submit it to the First Commissioner before ordering 


for his sanction to any expenditure that it may be 


any but the most indispensable repairs. 
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Henewal of Fittings and Firtures, Petty Additions and 
‘Alterations and Ordinary Cleaning. 


17. The cost of renewing fittings and fixtures, worn 
out by fair wear and tear, will be borne by the Office of 
Works, as well as the cost of petty household repairs. 
Petty additions and alterations, however, effected by 
the Minister without authority will, under Rule 7, not 
be paid for by the Office of Works. The Minister must 
himself defray the cost of ordinary and periodical 
cleaning, including the sweeping of chimneys, the 
cleaning of kitchen flnes and boilers, and of tanks and 
cisterns. 


Warming, Lighting, and Supply of Water.—Supply of 
Fuel, Electric Current, Gas and Water. 


18, As regards warming, lighting, and the supply of 
water, the Office of Works, under the foregoing Rule, 
wilt provide, maintain, and repair the necessary 
apparatus and fittings ; but, except at Missions where 
such payments are specially provided for, the Minister 
will be required to bear all charges for the actual 
supply of fuel, electric current, gas, and water. 


Maintenance of Gardens und Pleasure Grounds, 


19. The Minister will defray all expenditure neces- 
sary for the care and maintenance in good order of 
gardens and pleasure grounds, except at Bangkok, 
Cairo Residency, Christiania, Constantinople, Paris, 
Peking, Rome and Posilipo, Tehran and Gulhek, and 
Tokio, where special arrangements are in force. But 
even at these Missions no portion of the cost of 
maintaining private enclosures, kitchen gardens, or 
tennis lawns will be defrayed out of public funds. 


19a, No trees except such ns are of small size and 
value may be removed, nor may alterations be carried 
out in the grounds which are likely to increase the 
cost of maintenance, without the precedent sanction 
of the First Commissioner of Works. 


Disinfection of Premises. 


20. Whenever, in consequence of the occurrence of 
contagious or infectious disease in the household of a 
Minister, disinfection has become necessary in order 
to protect the health of the inmates, the Mintster will 
he held responsible for providing that the premises are 
sufficiently disinfected, and for procuring from a 
medical officer a certificate that this has been done. 


FURNITURE. 
In Embassy and Legation Houses. 


21, In Embassy or Legation houses, the 
of H.M. Government, the reception-rooma, 
staircase and corridors leading thereto, the principal 
entrance and hall, the study, aud the Chancery offices 
will be furnished at the public expense. The staircase 
to the landing of the floor above will also be furnished 
when this isin evidence from the hall, or from the 
ordinary approaches to the reception rooms. 

Fire screens, clocks, table-lamps, candlesticks, 


Property 
with the 


chimney ornaments, and other decorative articles will 
not be supplied. Muslin curtains are not ordinarily 
provided, but they may be supplied when deemed 
by the First Commissioner or his representative to be 
necessary for the protection of the silk or other 
draperies supplied by the Office of Works. Rugs, other 
than hearthrugs, are only supplied with a parquet floor 
or an entirely plain carpet. 

Furniture for all other portions of the house than 
those specified must be provided and kept in repair by 
the Minister, but where such furniture or articles as 
are excepted above have been provided in the past, they 
will be included in the inventories and left for use 
by Ministers, who will be held responsible for their 
maintenance. When worn out, however, they will not 
be replaced. 


Movable Articles to be Stamped. 
22. All movable articles belonging to H.M. Govern- 
ment are to be stamped or otherwise marked with 


the Royal arms, or the Royal cypher, thus G. = R. 

Articles supplied In the past will be found marked 
g 2 

V@Ro BYR 


Renewal and Repair. —Periodical Cleaning, 


23. The Office of Works, subject to the provisions 
contained in the two following rules, will bear the cost 
of renewing and repairing the Government furniture 
in the State Rooms and Chanceries, but the cost of 
ordinary and periodical cleaning, including the beating 
of carpets, the cleaning or washing of curtains, holland 
covers, &., must, be borne by the Minister. 


Old Furnrture Replaced by New. 


24, The sanction of the First Commissioner of Worke 
must be obtained before old furniture is replaced by 
new, and such sanction will only be granted when a 
reasonable time has elapsed since the articles to be 
replaced were originally purchased. Old articles, 
carpets, curtains, &c., must be returned to the Office 
of Works, or will be sold locally as directed by the 
First Commissioner. 


Ministers Responsible for Preservation of Furniture and 
for Kepairs of Defects caused by Improper Use.— 
Damage by Animals, Birds, §c., and by Pictures 
deing on Walls, 


25, Ministers will be held personally responsible for 
the due preservation of the official furniture, and for 
the immediate repair, at their personal cost, of defects 
arising from neglect, or unfair or improper use, It is 
to be distinctly understood that the Office of Works 
will refuse to defray the cost of renewing or repairing 
auy article of furniture, carpets, curtains, &¢., which 
may be destroyed or damaged by the keeping of 
animals, birds, &c., and that all such damage must be 
completely made good at the sole cost of the Minister. 
It is also to be understood that pictures are not to be 
hung, nor brackets, &c., fixed on walls covered with 
silk or similar material, and that where this rule has 
been disregarded, any damage caused thereby must be 
made good by the Minister at his own cost. 
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Furniture, §¢., not to be Removed without Written 
Sanction, 

26, Furniture or other Government property is not, 
without the written sanction of the Office of Works, to 
be removed from apartments furnished at the public 
expense to apartments not so furnished, This pro- 
hibition applies equally to the removal of furniture 
from one Mission house to another. Should this rule 
be disregarded, and the articles become depreciated in 
value through being 0 transferred, or through being 


stored or otherwise neglected, the Minister will beheld | 


personally responsible for the depreciation. 


State Room Furniture provided by the Minister. 

27. In any case where a Minister may himeelf 
provide furniture for rooms which he is entitled to 
have furnished at the public expense, the Office of 
Works will pay, for the use and wear and tear of the 
furniture provided by the Minister, an annual allow- 
ance calculated at the rate of 74 per cent. on the sum 
that the Department estimates it would cost it to 
furnish the said rooms to the same extent. This 
allowance is, however, only payable for a period of 
two years with the consent of the Board of Works. 
Any extension of this period would only be con- 
sidered in very exceptional circumstances and must 
receive the special authority of the Board. (See 
Appendix C, page 220.) 


SERVICES OF SILVER PuaTe. 

27. Services of silver plate have been provided at 
the Missions shown in Appendix (D). The Office of 
Works will bear the cost of maintenance and repair of 
these services, but any losses or injuries due to neg- 
ligence will have to be made good by the Minister. 

The plate must be checked with the inventory 
annually as soon as possible after the Ist January in 
each year, and a certilicate as to its completeness and 
condition forwarded to the First Commissioner of 
Works. 

AccouNTS, 
Accounts to be Rendered Quarterly.—Currency and 
Kate of Exchange. 

28. As soon as possible after the 30th June, 30th 
September, 31st December, and 31st March in each 
year the Minister should render to the Office of Works 
an account current (in a form which will be provided 
by that Department) of receipts and payments in the 
quarter, with supporting vouchers. Care should be 
taken to include in such account all transactions 
dealing with receipts and payments which have taken 
place within the quarter, The amounts should be 
given in the account in currency, a note of the sterling 
amount of any Bill of Exchange, and of the rate at. 
which It was negotiated, being inserted in the 
“Schedule of Sums Received,” under the heading 
“Detail” in the form in question. Should no cash 
transaction lave taken place, an account should be 
rendered in which the fact should be stated. 

Vouchers. 

29. Where vouchers are made out in a langnage 
other than English or French, a brief translation or 
précis should accompany the voucher. 


Audit —Amended Accounts.—Items disallowed. 

30. The Minister will be informed immediately after 
the examination of an account either that its correct- 
ness is admitted, subject to any question by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, or that it has been 
amended, If amended particulars of the alterations 


will be given, and the adjustment required by the 
Office of Works must be forthwith accepted by the 
Minister and made in the next account rendered by 
him. Should the Minister see cause to object toany 
alterations made by the Office of Works he should 
Tepresent his views fully to the First Commissioner, 
who will carefully consider them. But pending hie 
decision the Minister must not take credit in his 
current accounts for any items of expenditure 
disallowed by the Office of Works. 


Drawing Bills, 

31. The Minister is to defray charges incurred in 
accordance with these Regulations, and for this 
purpose may provide himself with funds by drawing a 
Bill on H.M. Paymaster-General at three days’ sight. 
He should notify the fact to the Office of Works by 
post on the day on which the Bill is drawn, and should, 
with his letter, forward a certificate by a banker or 
merchant. of the rate of exchange. 


Separate Accounts. 

32, Ministers are requested to arrange that tradesmen 
should not include in bills payable by the Office of 
Works any items of expenditure payable by the 
Minister. Separate accounts should be rendered for 
works ordered by, or on behalf of, the Office of Works, 
and for works ordered on behalf of the Minister. 


Tradesmen's Accounts to be Rendered Quarterly. 

33. It is very desirable that tradesmen’s accounts 
for work done on behalf of the Office of Works should 
be rendered regularly at the conclusion of each 
quarter, and Ministers should use their influence to 
insure such regularity.

2. At each Legation, Consulate, Vice-Consulate, 
and at the offices of the Chief Judge and the Assistant.

Non-alteration of Buildings, de. 

12, No alterations in the buildings or properties are 
to be made, or the uses for which they were originally 
intended to be changed, without previous communi- 
cation with the Assistant Surveyor. 


Proposute for New Buildings, Purchase of Property, 

or other Services. 

13, All proposals for new buildings, purchases of 
property, lodging allowances in licu of house accom: 
miodation, and purchases of furniture, must be sent, 
immediately the necessity arises, to the Assistant 
Surveyor at Shanghai, and in time to admit of proper 
reference to the First Commissioner of Works. 


Sudden Emergencies. 

14, The Assixtant Surveyor will be authorized to act 

without the previous authority of the First. Commis- 

sioner in case of sudden emergencies, but. only on 

condition that offivers in charge report. to the 

Assistant Surveyor all the circumstances of the case 
immediately the necessity arises.

thereof in the annual estimates for the following 
year. 


Non-purchase or Hire of Houses, dée., without sanction, 

16. No honses or premises are to be purchased or 
hired without the sanction of the First Commissioner 
or the Assistant Surveyor. 


Form of Application, 

17. Applications for purchasing or hiring premises 
are to state: the situation, extent, and value of the 
promises; reasons for having niade the selection ; 
tended appropriation; amount of rent, conditions of 
hiring, &c.; length of term proposed; state of re 
pair; whether the proprictor will undertake to keep 
the premises in proper repair; probable cost of making 
any alterations which may be required, and whether 
the proprietor will pay for making the alterations; 
and no liability for expenditure is to be incurred with- 
out the previous approval of the Assistant Surveyor. 


Claims for Lodying Allowances. 

18. Claims for lodging or house allowances are to be 
accompanied by a full report from the officer in charge 
of the station, explaining the necessity for granting 
the allowances. It will then be the duty of the 
Assistant Surveyor to ascertain and certify that the 
claim is fair and reasonable, and that by granting the 
allowance the most economical course has been 
pursued. 


Assistant Survevor's Responsibility. 

19. The Assistant Surveyor of Works is to be held 
responsible for the proper repair and maintenance of 
all the Government buildings and properties under 
his charge, and he is to take steps to prevent. un- 
authorized works being executed without his sanction, 
reporting the circumstances to the First Conunissioner 
of Works. 


Oftice of Works to pay for Offices. 

20, The Assistant Surveyor of Works will pay out 
of the amount allowed for incidental services the cost 
of urgent ordinary tenants’ repairs for offices used for 
public business, if exeented by order of the officer in 
chargeof the office, provided the cause and nature of the 
repair Js reported to and approved by the Assistant 
Surveyor when the claim is presented for payment. 


Office of Works to puy for all Landlord's Repe. 

21. Government fittings and fixtures, whether in 
residences or offices requiring repair, arising from fair 
wear and tear, may be repaired or replaced by the 
officer in charge of a residence or office, provided he 
previously obtains the sanction of the Assistant 
Surveyor to effect such repairs. In very urgent cases 
of repairs, the officer in charge of a residence or office 
may effect the repairs of fittings and fixtures before 
receiving the Assistant Surveyor's sanction, provided 
the officer reports the circumstances of the case im- 
mediately the necessity arises. The Assistant Sur- 


veyor is then to ascertain and certify to the First 
Commissioner of Works that the repairs were abso- 
lutely necessary, and that the prices charged for them 
are fair and reasonable. 


Residents to pay for ordinary Tenant's Repairs, 

22, Officers In charge of residences are to be respon- 
sible for keeping them in a tenantable condition, and 
to pay for the current household repairs ordinarily 
paid by a tenant, such as replacing broken glass, 
repairing locks and keys, repairing and hanging bells, 
replacing catches and hooks on Venetian shutters, 
windows, and doors; easing and rehanging shutters, 
windows, and doors, and repairing and_ resetting 
grates: provided always, that when the Assistant 
Surveyor shall, on periodical inspection, consider that 
snch are required in consequence of ordinary wear and 
tear, he shall have anthority to cause them to be ex- 
ecuted at the public expense. 


Urgent Kepaii 


23. Officers in charge of properties or bnildings 
which may be damaged by storms or otber casualties, 
may order siuall or temporary urgent repairs to be 
executed at once; but where the damage is extensive, 
and the outlay required for permanent works will be 
large, the officer in charge is to obtain the advice and 
sanction of the Assistant Burveyor before ordering 
any permanent works to be exceuted. 

24, In all cases of urgent repnirs arising from storms 
or other casualties, oflicers in charge of properties of 
Dnildings so damaged are to report their reasons fully 
to the Assistant Surveyor for having expended money 
upon temporary repairs, or for proposing to incur ex- 
penditure upon permanent works. 


Poyments for works done by Oficers in charge. 

25, Payments for works previously authorized, and 
for urgent repairs sanctioned by the Assistant 8ur- 
veyor, and exeented by order of the officer in charge 
of any building, are to be made from the Legation or 
Consular chest, and the amounts so paid will be re- 
funded by the Assistant Surveyor upon receiving duly 
signed vouchers, in duplicate, made out on the proper 
official form. 

(Proper forms for the vouchers will be supplied upon 
application to the Assistant Burveyor of Works at 
Shanghai.) 

28. Vouchers for repayment should be despatched in 
time to reach the Office of Works at Shangini at such 
date before the end of each quarter as will admit of 
the amount being refunded at once, At stations 
where it is impossible to supply vouchers to and 
receive payment from the Office of works before the 
close of the quarter in which the repairs or works are 
executed, payment for such repairs or works should 
be deferred until the subsequent quarter, in order that 
no entries may appear in the Consular accounts for 
advances from the Consular cheat on account of the 
Office of Works. 

All moneys paid by officers in charge of pro- 
perties or buildings in any other curreney than dollare 
toust Le entered in the vouchers in dollars, 


Cooking-stoves and cooking runges. 


24.*Fixed ranges, where not already provided, will 
gradually be installed by the Office of Works, but the

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officer in charge will be responsible for repairs except ' 

those due to fair wear and tear. Movable stoves and | 

other cooking utensils will not be supplicd by H.M. | 

Government. | 
Supply of Books. 

29. All books, legal and others, are to be obtained 
as heretofore on requisition from the Stationery Office, 
and they are to be stamped with the office, seal and | 
the name of the office to which they belong is to be 
marked on the title-page. 


Supply of Furniture. 

30. Articles of furniture of a plain and durable de- ; 
scription will be furnished at the public expense to 
the following rooms, viz.:—the Chancery offices at 
Peking and Yedo [Tokio], the Judicial and Consular 
Offices in China and Japan; Court-room and_ jail | 
fittings, and partial furniture for the Students’ quar- 
ters only at Peking and Yedo (Tokio). 

31. The business rooms of the Ambassador, Ministers, 
Judges, and Consuls are to be supplied with carpets or | 
matting. 

3. The offices of the Supreme Court, Consular and 
other offices used for public business are to be supplied 
with chairs, tables, desks, presses for books and 
stationery, and fenders and fire-irons, all of good and 
durable quality. { 

33. Any furniture or other articles desired by any 
officer beyond the regulated provision are to be pro- 
vided, and must be removed by the officers at their 
own expense. 

34. Before additional furniture in purchased, or old ; 
articles replaced by new ones at the public expense, it 
mus} be shown that additional furniture is absolutely 
necessary, and that a reasunable time has elapsed since | 
the articles to be replaced were originally supplied. | 

35. In order to guard against the misuse or waste 
of furniture or other office movable property, officers 
in charge of offices will be held responsible for their 
due preservation and for the immediate repair of 
defects arising from accidents or unfair use, the cost | 
‘of which is not to be charged to the Office of Works. 

36. All movable articles belonging to H.M. Govern- 
ment are to be marked with the Royal Cypher and 
Broad Arrow, thus,G. t R. The braud will be sup- | 
plied by the Office of Works, 


Watchnen, 

37. Watchmen paid by the Government are to be | 
employed solely for the protection of the public offices | 
and grounds and not tor the private residences of | 
officers. i 


Boats, 

38. The cost of renewing or repairing boats, boat 
furniture, boatmen’s uniform, flags, running rigging, 
sails, awnings, &c., is not to be charged to the Office 
of Works. 

39, New boats are to be of plain construction (sub- 
stantial gigs), built of teak or other durable wood, 
copper riveted, about 26 feet in length, 5 feet 6 inches 
in the beam, 2 feet 2 inches in depth, square sterned, 
and fitted for four oars, 

40. Applications for new boats are to be sent to 
H.M. Ambassador or Minister, accompanied with a 
report of the age and service of any boat which may 
be worn out, or of the reason for applying for an 
additional boat. 

Flags. 

41 

42. The cost of running rigging and repairs to 
flagstaffs is to be charged to the Ottice of Works. 


Precautions againat Fire. 

43. Officers in charge are to use all reasonable pre- 
caution to protect Government property from fire. 

44. Each public building is to be provided with one 
“extincteur” and at least twelve fire-buckets, which 
are to be kept in the verandahs, lobbies, or other 
equally convenient place, Milled with water and ready 
for immediate use. 

45, All fireplaces are to be provided with cinder- 
boxes or trays to fit, and strong, close-mesh wire 
guards; no live cinders are tv be carried across the 
rooms, uor are the fires in the grates to be raked out ; 
but when done with each fire is to be protected with 
its wire guard. 

46. The foregoing articles will be supplied on requisi- 
tion by the Office of Works, and the officer in charge 
of each building will be held responsible for their 
being kept at all times in working order ; and where 


‘a fire-engine is stationed the officer in charge is to see 


that it is always in working order. 


Report upon any Fires which may have broken out. 

47. In the event of a fire breaking out in any of the 
Government buildings, the officer in charge is im- 
mediately to assemble a Court of Inquiry to ascertain 
the origin of the fire, and to inquire into the working 
condition of the foregoing appliances at the time of 
the fire, and the result of their use. He is then to 
draw up a Report of all the circumstances and send 
copies of his report to H.M. Secretary of Btate for 
Foreign Affairs and the First Commissioner of Works 
and Public Buildings. 

48. The Assistant Surveyor of Works (if within easy 
reach) is, by virtue of his office, to be a member of the 
Board of Inquiry.

(Consular Houses.) 
REGULATIONS FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF .CONSULAR HOUSES. 
Chapter V, § 27 of General Consular Instructions. 


In all cases (exeept in China and Japan), where the 
Consular Houses are the property of, or are hired 
by, H.M. Government, the occupying officer shall, at 
his own expense, execute all internal repairs to the 
residential portion of the building. 

In such cases the officer will furnish, at the beginning 
of September in each year, a statement of the repairs 
and redecorations which he has had executed during 
the previous twelve months and of their cost ; together 
with @ certificate from a competent person, whose 
qualifications must be described, to the effect that the 
house fs in good repair and fitted for immediate occu- 
pation. 

On removal from the post, the officer will make satis- 
factory arrangements for the care of the house pending 
the arrival of his Successor. The cost of caretaking 


will be borne by the sulstantive officer, or, so long as 
the post is actually vacant, by the Office of Works. 

In those cases where the furniture has been 
provided by HI.M. Government, the occupying 
officer will, at his own expense, make good any 
loss or damage arising from neglect or carelessness, 
and on removal will hand over the furniture in good 
condition to his successor. The latter will check the 
articles by an inventory and report any case of loss, 
which will be made good at the expense of the 
retiring officer. 

The Office of Works will execute structural and 
external repairs, including external painting, to the 
residential portion of the building; and the whole of 
the repairs to the portion used solely for official 
purposes.

Waeneas several turbulent and disorderly persons 
having in a most outragious manner insulted the person 
of His Excellency Andrew Artemonowit: Matueof, Am- 
bassador Extraordinary of his Czarish Majesty, Emperor 
of Great Kussia, Mer Majesties good friend and ally, 
by arresting him, and taking him by violence out 
of his coach in the publick street, and detaining him 
in custody for several hours, in contempt of the pro- 
tection granted by Her Majesty, contrary to the Law of 
Nations, and in prejudice of the rights and privilezes 
which Ambassadors and other publick Ministers, authorised 
and received as such, have at all times been thereby 
possessed of, and ought to be kept sacred and inviolable.
